Found Her in East St Louis When 
He Thought Her in Ar- 
kansas. 


In the presence of her husband. James 
Simms, who was standing onlya few feet 
away, Mrs. Grace Simms, a bride of a few 
months, swallowed carbolic acid in front of 
the National Hotel, East St. Louis, Thurs- 
Gay morning, and fell dead into her hus- 
band’s arms. 

The couple were married Feb. 9 last and 
for a timo lived on a farm at Mill Creek, 
Til, Early in August Mrs. Simms left her 
husband, telling him that she was going to 
visit her parents at Paragould, Ark. 

later Simms learned that, instead of go- 
ing to Paragould, his wife had returned to 
Bast St. Louis. 

He followed her and Thursd: iy morning 
surprised her by walking into her room at 
319 North Fifth street. 

Simms tried to affect a reconciliation, but 
his wife declared her intention of remain- 
ing in Bast St. Louis. The husband then 
said he would remain also and started for 
the National Hotel, where he was formerly 
employed, to apply for reinstatement in his 
former position. His wife accompanied 
him, and. passing a drug store, complained 
of feeling ill and went inside and made a 
purchase. 

When they came near the hotel, Simms 
met a friend and stopped to talk with 
him. Mrs. Simms walked on a few feet 
and then stopped and raised something to 
her lips. Her husband ran to her side to 
see what she had taken. and just as he 
reached her she fell back dead into his 
arms. 

Simms is held as a witness for the coro. 
ner. He is in custody of the police. Mrs. 
Simms was 2] vears old.

Simms was rooming. states that she over- 
heard a conversation between her and 
Simms Thursday morning just before they 
left for ll hotel, in wh hich, the wife de- 
clared, m going to kill myself.’

Hugo Hardy, deputy imperval rman 
commissioner to the World’s Fair, and Jere- 
miah F. Buckley, a letter carrier, were dis- 
charged by Judge Pollard of the Dayton 
street police court Thursday afternoon after 
a hearing on a disturbance charge.

The policeman questioned Wang while he 
Buckley.

The whole neighborhood around Eighth 
street and Allen avenue had been in a 
state of fevered excitement <-ll morning 
over the disappearance of the Whasak 
children. The police of every district had 
been notified and relatives and friends had 
been scouring the city in a vain endeavor 
to locate the missing little ones. ; 

At 7:30 in the morning Gustave &hd Jo- 
sephine Whasak were playing in a neigh- 
bor’s yard with other children when sudden- 
ly they dropped out of sight. Where they 
went no one knew. Mrs. Whasak called 
Gustave to go to the estore for her and 
when he did not respond his disappearance 
with that of his baby sister was discov- 
ered. Quickly the alarm spread throughout 


the neighborhood, and the mysterious dis- 
appearance of the Whasack children gave 


the neighbors cauee for greater anxiety 
than they had ever experienced. They had 
been reading a great deal about the “Black 
Hand’’ mystery in New York, and the first 
thought to suggest itself to them was 
that the two missing tots had been kid- 
naped.

‘No announcement of any kind has ever 
been made as to what this stray car which 
stands on a sidetrack beyond Station No. 7 
is for. As the track does not appear to 
extend toward the Philippine reservation, 
no stranger could see how he could ever 
ride to our grounds by boarding that car. 

“The car stands apparently on a side- 
track, six or elght rods beyond the station 
proper, without any platform, and has not 
the slightest appearance of beine in any 
way connected with transportation to the 
Philippines. 

“A connecting platform to this car should 
be built and the main line Intramural con- 
ductors should be ordered to announce that 
all passengers can be transferred on this 
car to the Philippine grounds without extra 
charge.

BIGGEST AMERICAN 
STEAMER IS READY 


Minnesota, Fresh From the Builders’ 
Hands, Prepares to Enter 
Oriental Trade 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The Great North- 
ern Stedmship company’s new boat Minne- 
sota, recently launched by the Eastern 
Shipbuilding company ot New London, 
Conn., is in port. 

Few vessels ever received a heartier wel- 
come. From Fort Hamilton, where the 
colors were dipped, to her rier, was a tri- 
umphant passage. Every steam- whistle 
in the harbor tendered a salute. 

The Minnesota is the largest steamship 
ever built by an American shipbuilding 
concern, and, with a few exceptions, the 
largest afloat. She is designed for the 
transpacific traffic and embodies many of 
the suggestions of James J. Liill, president 
of the Great Northern Steamship company. 
Her designer was Charles R. Hanscom, 
who also organized the company to build 


The object in constructing the Minnesota 
was to secure as great a carrying ap ere 
as possible, and at the same time furnish 
as comfortable quarters to its passengers on 
their 15-day trip as modern skill could pro- 
duce. Speed was a secondary aim. Nev- 
ertheless, the boat will make over 15 knots 
an hour. 

The ship is fitted with a double bottom 
for nearly her entire length. In addition 
there are innumerable water-tight compart- 
ments. 

The Minnesota measures over all 630 feet, 
has an extreme breadth of 73% feet and 
a depth from the bottom of the keel to the 
upper navigating bridge of 83, feet 3% 
inches. Its displacement when fully laden 
will be 33,000 tons, or 6600 tons greater than 
the Manchuria, which is at present the 
greatest vessel on the Pacific. 

There is a superb electrical system, which 
includes. all the appliances for cooking. and 
a complete telephone system. The cabins 
are large and airy, and handsomely dec- 
orated. A number of novelties include a 
large children's playroom and an opium 
den for Oriental passengers.

“Women are the one great cause of de- 
faication. Speculation comes next, “Doubt- 
less, man’s desire to please, leads him to 
wpeculate, and the one object that he wish- 
es to make happy is woman.

Automobiles has not as yet caused 
much comment in that direction—but they 
wills Horse racing does not cut any great 
figure in Boston.”’

seeing Mrs. Maybrick in her prison and in 
what way my mother could be of service 


to the cause in America. 

I shall never forget that trip to Rouen. 
It was one of those dull days, with now 
and then a slight drizzling rain. In a queer, 
lumbering cab. driven by a coachman who 
insisted on going to sleep every few min- 
utes and had to be roused by being poked 
with an umbrella. we slowly climbed up the 
steep, narrow stone road that leads to the 
Baroness von Rogue's home. 

There are walls on elther side the last 
bit of the way, and these high walls and 
the narrow street without sidewalks and 


with never a passer-by, t ther with the 
dull day and the unconscious coachman, 
made us feel before we had reached the 
baroness’ house that the setting was fit 
for the tragedy of patient despairing effort 
enacted behind those high brick walls. 

The gate was opened for us by Mme. von 
Roque's maid, Marte, a large, placid, al- 
derly Frenchwoman, who as been her 
mistress’ devoted factotum for more than 
lj years. 

The baroness greeted us cordially, with 
her famous spaniel in her arms. We went 
into the small house from which the faith- 
ful mother has yearly sent thousands of 
letters to all who tried in any way to be- 
friend her unfortunate daughter. This 
heroic mother was behind every effort 
made to obtain Mrs. Maybrick's release. 
She worked unceasingly, spending all her 
time and all her money in her attempts 
to obtain justice for Mrs. Maybrick. 

To return to our visit, however, mamma 
and Mme. von Roques talked for a long 
time together, the roness telling her of 
the manner in which her daughter was 
living in the English prison, her fare, etc. 

tea time the baroness apologized for 
what she called the frugality of the meal. 
though there was no need, for every cent 
in that household was going toward the 
hoped-for liberation of Florence May’drick. 
\'pstairs Mme. von Roques kept a trunk 
in which she was collecting articles of ap- 
parel toward the time—the time that has 
come—when her daughter shall once more 
breathe the free air of her own country. 

All the rainy afternoon Baroness von 
Roques and my mother talked about the 
possibilities for Mrs. Maybrick’s tmme- 
dediate release, which seemed very small at 
the time. My mother prom! to do 
everything she could on her return to this 
country to rouse the women of America 
to sympathize with the sufferings of their 
poor fellow countrywoman. There were 
many tears shed that afternoon, and the 
terrible gloom which seemed to have set- 
tled over the little brick house sank deep 
into our souls. 

The burning outrage of an Innocent Amer- 
ican woman, “deprived of her children and 
incarcerated in\an Engifsh prison, filled us 
with such intenke and consuming pity and 
indignation that'for days we spoke of noth- 
ing else—-thougtt of nothing else. 


The Interview 


in the Prison. 

On her return to England my mother 
obtained an interview with Mrs. Maybrick 
in the prison. For days she could not 
speak about the pathos of this frail little 


woman who had hardly spoken to, and 
never touched, a living creature for 13 
years. Her beloved chi n, taken away 
from her—no one knowing where they are— 
health, fortune, everyth gone—impris- 
oned for life by the verdiot of a judge who 
went crazy weeks after the trial, and 
who, tn his lucid moments, admitted ‘‘that 
there was a reasonable doubt" of her guilt 
—no wonder Florence Maybrick called her- 
self the most unhappy woman on earth. 

The interview she had with my mother 
was the first she had ever had during her 
imprisonment except with her own mother, 
who every three months, in storm or in 
shine, sailed across the channel to have 
the longed-for visit of an hour with her 
child. or these fleeting moments with 
each other the two women lived. In them 
they found strength and courage, the one 
to live without light or freedom, the other 
to fight tndomitably until justice should 
be done. 

Through all these years of suffering Mrs. 
Maybrick has had the sustaining sympathy 
of multitudes. Great men, great women, 
believed her to be innocent and have fought 
and sacrificed themselves for her sake. 

That sympathy which her sad _ story 
evokes was visible in the small crowd that 
wwaited the Vaderland today. Every one 
was talking about the one particular pas- 
senger, whose arrival I, too, was so 
anxiously expecting. Sympathy came from 
the expressions of the burly French sailors 
waiting the incoming ship. 


“Ciel, 15 Year and 
Without Her Children.”

causes, he says, are: 

“Betting on horse races, 
high living.”’ 

“The average defaulter.”’ he says, ‘‘simply 
*borrows, in his own opinion, oftentimes 
to help relatives, intending to repay.”

The commercial and financial condition of 
the country in the summer of this presi- 
dential campaign presents no 
facts—except this one, that we are suffer- 
ing much less disturbance than we 
suffered @uring any preceding presidential 
campaign of easy memory. 

Much of this {freedom from disturbance 
we owe to Mr. Parker. When he prac- 
tically eliminated the currency question 
from political discussion, he did a distinct 
service to every business man in the land. 
There is no fear of a disturbance of the 
standard of value if he should be elected. 

In financial confidence, the Bast is, for 
the moment, more timid than the West, 
because last spring the East was more 
foolish than the West. To take one illus- 
tration—eeveral great railroads in _ the 
spring, forgetful of the coming of a sum- 
mer—a presidential summer at that—bor- 
rowed immense sums of money for better- 
ment. They seemed in a mood to do all 
their betterments at once. Instead of dis- 
tributing this work and this enormous in- 
vestment over a number of years, they 
went at the task as if it had all to be 
done at once. They employed in abror- 
mally large number of men.

‘If the great rail- 
roads must lay off men by the hundred 
and the thousand, had I better not reduce 
my working force to a minimum?’ one 
naturally says. The psychological effect of 
such action by large employers—one won- 
ders whether these men think of this? A 
general slackening of business has been 
caused by the working of much less logica] 
forces.

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RECLAIMING OF. 
MISSOURI FARMS 


Successful Result Follows the Plant- 
ing of Clover and Cow Peas 
on Sterile Lands. 


EXPERIMENTS BY M. S. U. 


The Judicions Use of Nitrogen-Gath- 
ering Plants That Nourish, 
Not Kill, the Soil 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 2'.—Throvgh the 
use of cow peas and clover the officers of 
the Missouri state board of agriculture hope 
to reclaim many of the deserted farms of 
the state and bring back to barren lands 
its former fertility, Many farmers, in an 
endeavor to reclaim farms, resorted to the 
use of commercial fertilizers, but this 
method is too expensive to insure profitable 
crops. 

In the general introduction of cow peas 
and clover, it is thought that the problem 
of reclaiming this land has been solved. 
A series of experiments carried on by the 
University of Missourt has demonstrated 
this, and farmers in all parts of the state 
are being urged to take up the plan. Al- 
though the area of barren land in Missouri 
is very small, as compared with that of 
older States, it is rapidly growing larger, 
and the necessity of immediate remedy is 
apparent to those who realize the situation. 

The reason for recommending clover and 
cow peas is because they ssess a power, 

ullar to this class of plants, of gather- 
ng nitrogen. from the air. Nitrogen, 
one of the important elements of plant 
eed is required by all domestic plants, 


and is the most expensive part of commer- 
cial fertilizers. 


Other Crops 
Lack Quality. 


The other staple farm crops, such as 
corn, wheat, timothy, blue grass, rye and 
millet, have not the power of gathering 
nitrogen from the air, and must depend 
upon the available mney already in the 
soil. This, in part, explains why clover 
and cow peas, although ereaucing a ha 
crop rich in the elements of plant f 
will leave the soil on which this product 
is grown, more productive than before. 

On land that. is badly worn the careful 
saving of the tirm fertilizers and the prop- 
er rotation of clover and cow as with 
the other farm crops, will keep up the fer- 
tility of the soll, and will avoid the neccs- 
sity of the purchase of any commercial 
fertilizers. 

Unfortunately, there.are many failures, 
often under the very best management, 
connected with the attempt to - nde clover. 
The experiment station at Columbia _ re- 
ceives more inquiries as to the best meth- 
ods of seeding and cari for the clover 
crop than any other problem in agricul- 
ture. As a result of these inquiries the 
station has undertaken a series of experi- 
ments to determine the proper season to 
eos epee and the best methods of pro- 


eon8 the station grounds for the past two 
years, once each week, clover has been 
sowu from the ist of February to the 10th 
of April. The result of these experiments 
have demonstrated that the best time to 
sow clover is about the middle of March. 
When sowed earlier than that, an early 
warm spell will germinate the seed too 
early and leave the young plants the vic- 
tims of a late frost. 


Any Old Land 


Grows Cow Peas. 

The cow pea appears to have the ability 
to thrive on land too poor to grow either 
red or crimson clover. It is not affected 
sO a. as clover by excessive heat or 

and is not easily smothered out 
by ow 

On moist soils in central and southern 
Missouri it yields a larger quantity of 
vegetable matter, es © a larger total 
quantity of nitrogen than does red clover. 
In the sections of the state where the cli- 
mate is well stented to the growth of cow 

it is believed that they will prove 
» more satisfactory as a green manure cro 
than either red or crimson clover, especial- 
ly on poor soils, inasmuch as there is less 
risk in securing a stand, and there: is no 
dangr of the hot weather in the /midsum- 
mer killing the young plants. 

Compared with other fertilizer crops, the 
cow pea seems to grow especially well on 

land. On a piece of naturally poor 
Poland vy. which has for the past fifty 
years n grown in cornyand wheat with- 
out fertilizer, the section began last spring 
a nt r of experiments in methods of re- 
storing the soil to productiveness. On six 
of thers plots cow peas were sown without 

e 


lizer. The average yield of vines and 
s was very large, and aside from the 
{lizing properties of the crop showed it 
to have a value of $5.9 an acre.

i Operations were begun on the top floor 
by stopping up all but two or three of 
the holes. Long and circuitous, with 
many branchings. are the holes, and the 
ferrets, some aibino and others gray, 
trained to hunt rats, were pushed into 
the holes. Ferrets not long at the work 
are handled with rubber gloves, but most 
of Barclay's have become tamed. “Gen.
